locked (through 70) to the bracket base in a variety of configurations. 

The document D2 (column 2, line 65 to column 4, line 43 and figures 1 to 7) discloses 
also the subject-matter of claim 1 . 

3. Dependent claims 2 to 10, 14 to 16, 18 and 19 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer to, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see documents D1 and D2 and 
the corresponding passages cited in the search report. 

4. The combination of the features of dependent claim 1 1 is neither known from, nor 
rendered obvious by, the available prior art.
